Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Interview Summary (May 11, 2009) & Applicant's Arguments (Remarks, May 21, 
2009, Page 15, 2-3), referenced U.S. Patent 5,770,553 to Franchi. This was a typographical 
error. Instead, U.S. Patent 5,770,533 to Franchi should have been specified. 

While Franchi discloses placing "over-the-shoulder" bets (Col. 19. Lines 14-20) using a 
two way communication device (Col. 17. Lines 59-67), he fails to disclose or render obvious the 
side wagering of the present claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10-14,16-22, 25-40 are allowed.
